THREE YEAR OLDS 


The western cattleman, as such, 
must be a law unto himself. The 
theories advanced by eustern 
farmers, though true enough in 
‘Ontario, may prove altogether 
inapplicable to the conditions of 
cattle raising iu Alberta. A 
notable instance of this is the 
question: At what age is it most 
profitable to sell beef stock? A 
western contemporary, the other 
day, quoted an eastern theorist to 
the effect that profits were 
greatest on cattle sold as two 
yess olds, That, as we say, may 

true enough in Ontario. It 
does not follow thatitis true here, 
Oo the contrary a glance at the 
differing conditions shows, it 
seems to us, that such a course for 
us would be radically wrong. The 
man who wrote the article referred 
to was thinking, probably, of the 
cost of ensilage, etc.--expenses 
consequent on a condition of 
things where the cattle breeder is 
confined to fifty or a hundred 
acres, Here, in Alberta, the 
forcing of beef stock is almos: 
unknown. The feeding of hay in 
winter does not, as arule, extend 
to cattle intended for the market. 
Sometimes, however, it is indulged 
iu. We recall the case of a 
rancher who haying secured a 
lavge beef contract which was 

» be filled in April and being a 
„ ent immigrant from the east 


‘oue may know that the feedin 


took in the required number of 
steers and fed them hberall 

throughout the winter. To his 
surprise, however, he found when 
April came, that his range steers 
were in as fit a condition for the 
market as those on which he had 
expended so much hay, Al! this 
may seem trite. But is is one 
thing to be acquainted with facts 
and another thing to draw the 
consequences therefrom, gt 
0 
beeves in winter is often needless; 
yet the natural inference that an 
animal sold at four or five years 
old is more profitable than one 
sold at three does not seem to be 
generally drawn. Seeing that the 
cost of the animal from its third 
toits fifth year is practically nil 
the matter condenses itself into 
the question whether it is more 
profitable to sell three year olds 
and invest in young stock or to 
allow them to grow for auotner 
two years, There is one point in 
this connection which may be 
overlooked, It is the small per- 
centage of losses among beeves 
compared with that among young 
stock, Every rancher will tell you 
that a healthy three year old 
steer or spey heifer may be 
counted “safe.” The losses sus- 
tained almost invariably occur 
among the yearlings and two year 
olds, not to speak of calves, This 
fact being taken into account with 
thealmost completeimmunityfrom 
expense of beeves during their 
fourth and fifth years we believe 
it will be found to be more profit- 
able to grant them the extra two 


years. 

If this is true of steers, it is still 
truer of speyed heifers. It was 
only the other day that a HRA. D 
representative was speaking on 
this question with a gentleman 
who is, perhaps, the most reliable 
authority in the country and found 
him stronglyin favor of holdin 
beef cattle (and especially speye 
heifers) to their fifth y 1 
was told lately,” he said, 
1 Pa heifer, killed on 
Cochrane ranche, which dressed 
1,012 lb,; it was of course five or 
six years old. This shows how 
much too young we ship our speys. 
They need, even more than a steer, 
one or two years more growth. 
But even our steers are shipped 
too young. The Montana repre- 
sentative who has been amongst 
us this suipping season says we 
ship much smaller beef than they 
do in Montana. It would be better 
for stockmen, and better for the 
reputation of Alberta cattle, if we 
uit altogether the shipping of 
three year old, or even four 
year old speys.”

PRESS GANG METHODS 


If report speaks truly the work- 
men on the Crow's Nest Pass are 
being swindled right and lett. 
Report may be wrong, but it says 
that these men, the majority of 
whom are froma great distance, 
engaged themselves to the con- 
tractors on the understanding 
that they would receive free trans- 
portation, and that they are now 
made to forego part of their wages 
to pay for said transportation. 
Report, we know, is liable to be 
erroneous, but it says that they 
were told, on engaging, that board 
and lodging would be at the rate 
of $3.50 per week, but found on 
arrival that it was 85.00. Report 
may be, as it sometimes is, the 
product of a wild and vicious im- 
agination, but it attirms that the 
working month on the Orow's 
Nest Road consists of 34 days. 
Report says these things, and per- 
tinacously repeats them from day 
to day. et no one rises tomakea 
denial, We come to the funny 
part when we remember that 
numbers of these men were 
brought here with the idea that 
they would become settlers. They 
were induced to leave their native 
land not merely because there was 
was prospective work for a year 
on the line, but because they were 
led to believe that at the end of 
that time they would have at their 
backs some little capital to help 
them in making a fresh start in 
life under better conditions than 
they could hope for at home. This 
suggests aa idea which we himbly 
beg to lay before the Minister of 
the Interior for his consideration. 
It is nothing less than a new 
system of immigration, Let us, 
for the sake of brevity, call it the 
press gang system. The press 
gangs, as our readers will re- 
member, were the means by which 
the navy, in the last great war 
with France, sought to recruit its 
impoyerished ranks. The method 
was simplicity itself. Yousent on 
shoe a few of the toughest of 
your crew with instructions to 

ring off to the ship any man or 
men likely to prove sailors, If the 
man or men thus selected objected 
—he might have objections, you 
know—he was to be knocked on 
the head or otherwise made tract- 
able. Now the scheme we pro- 
pose to Mr, Siften is in the main 
after the fashion of the press gang. 
But there is one difference. To 
forcibly transport suitable Euro- 
peans to this country might rouse 
the ire of their respective govern. 
ments and would therefore be 
dangerous, What we propose is 
that, by such blandishments and 
enticements as immigration agents 
can devise, they shall be induced 
to seek our hospitable shores and 
that then, the door of the trap 
being closed, we should proceed to 
divest them of such means of 
returning as they might possess or 
earn, in other words, knock them 
on the head. Thus we shal), by 
one stroke, enrich ourselyes and 
people the country with a “hanpy 
and contented class of settlers.”

During the recent trip of THE 11 ER 
ALD representative through the Koov 
enay country many old Calgarians 
were met who took a kindly interest 
in Calgary and old friends still here. 
After leaving Revelstoke the first halt 
was made at Nakusp, where the rail- 
road starts tot Sandon. There are here a 
couple of good hotels, a large sawmill 
owned by Genelle Bros, besides a 
couple of stores and other business 
places. It is also the ©, J“. R. dock- 
yards where the boats plying between 
Arrowhead and Trail have been built. 
The Rosslandsr, a new boat, designed 
to make the round trip between Ar- 
rowhead and Robson in 21 hours, is 
almost finished, and will soon be ready 
for launching. F. Gl. Fauquier form- 
erly of Maple Creek, is Government 
agent at this nomnt, 

“The train leaves Nakusp for Rose- 
berry and Slocan lake points. On this 
lake the C. P. R. have a magnificent 
boat, the Slocan, said to be the fastest 
of the fleet and capable of making 20 
miles per hour. Stocan Lake is, cer- 
tainly a lovely sheet of water, Pass- 
engers are transferred from train to 
ont at Roseberry, where a large 
sampler is shortly to be erected; and 
further down the lake are New Den- 
ver, Silverton and Slocan City. Here 
a regular colony of old Calgarians 
were met, among them being Messrs. 
Linton, Worden, McCallum, Dick, Orr, 
Fife and others.

Slocan lake are coming to the front 
and another vear or so willsee a good 

ay roll at different points around the 
fake. Frenk Dick and Ben Robertson 
are interested in the Chapleau mine, 
and last week sent a carload of ore to 
the Nelson smelter, which averaged 
$123.20 in gold and 80 ounces of silver 
to the ton. Other mines are also 
opening up and sending small ship- 
ments to the smelters, but when the 
road from Slocan City to Robson is 
completed n great impetus will be 
given to the mining interests of the 
district. 

Sitverton will shortly have a number 
of shipping mines which are said to be 
very rich. Mr. Leslie Hill being man- 
ager for one and II. B. Alexander ot 
another. Eugene Watson is located 
here, and has had a good summer's 
work, and expects to continue all 
winter. 

At New Denver, Chas, Nelson, for- 
merly of J. G. Temple.on’s drugstore, 
has a large and prosperous business, 
and J. H. Millward is also a resident of 
the town and has steady work. This 
town is verv prettily situated on the 
lake and will be a residential noint for 
the big mine owners and merchants of 
Sandon and other mining centres. 

Sandon is one of the biggest mining 
camps and business places in the 
country, butit has the worst townsite 
of the lot. It is situated in the gorge 
vetween two mountains, and for two 
months in winter it is said the resi- 
dents neversee the sun, The street is 
very narrow and uneven, and should a 
fire start up with a wind it would be 
very hard to save buildings or goods, 
Danger also exists from snowslides and 
from flood, as a mountain stream runs 
through the town, There has been a 
large number of buildings erected on 
the mountain side this summer, Here 
also were found a large contingent of 
old Calgarians, Mrs. McKinnon, 
formerly of the Park, is managing the 
Ohff House, Frank Sewell is clerking 
inthe Hotel Sandon, and Chas, Mc- 
Laughlin is in the Star Hotel, Karr & 
Wilson, formerly of Innisfail, are 
here, Geo, McPherson is doing a dray- 
ing business and Ab. Stirrett is also in 
the same line. W. G. Clark, formerly 
of Calgary, has just bonded a mine on 
Cariboo creek to Wm. Mackenzie and 
P. Burns for $50,000, Geo, Henderson 
is also in the town. Although Sandon 
seems fairly busy, business men here as 
elsewhere are complaining of quiet 
times. One hotelman said his meat 
bill was over $1,200 for June and only 
$400 for September, and had in receipts 
decreased proportionately, 

Leaving Sandon by the k. & 8. 
railway about 1,30 Pp. m., a pleasant but 
exciting run is made over the moun- 
tain, where the train at times seeing 
to be poised in mid sir, and Kaslo 1s 
reached about four o'clock, The road, 
which is a narrow guage, is well built 
and carefully run, and passes by a 
number of mines, some s hippers and 
others expecting to be shortly, 

A number of old Calgarians were on 
Kurd, and another former Calgary 
man, J. W. Cockle was at the station 
and conducted the passengers to the 
comfortable hostelry—the Kaslo hotel

It has also a good water 
supply and electric light plant. 

The climate of Kaslo is extremel; 
good, the thermometer scarcely ever 
getting below zero jn winter, and 
spring opens out early, Vegetables of 
all varieties grow luxuriantly and 
there are some very nice gardens in the 
vicinity. Mrs. Alexander, whose gar- 
den was cleared of stumps and stones 
this epring, hed a profusion of bloom 
of delicate flowers, and although it 
was the middle of October there was 
scarcely any perceptible sign of frost. 
She has also a nice plot set out with 
strawberry plants fer next year, An- 
other garden cleared and sown this 
spring had a lawn that would compare 
favorably with those at the coast, 
Here too dahlias, geraniums, roses, 
sweet peas, carnations, and other 
flowers were in full bloom, Pears 
have this year been successfully grown 
at Ainsworth, a few miles down the 
lake and Kaslo people expect shortly 
to raise a portion of their own fruit. |

The Legislative Session Commences— 
The Speech From the Throne 


The third legislative session of 
the Territories was opened at Regina, 
on Thursday, by His Honor the Lieut.- 
Governor. The speech from the 
throne, after referring to the Jubilee 
celebrations, continues; 

Jam happy to be able to congratu- 
late you upon the many evidences of 
prosperity to be seen all over the Ter- 
rilories as the result of a bountiful 
harvest, and the sound condition and 
good prospects of all our important 
industries, The wonderful discover- 
ies of mineral wealth in hitherto un- 
explored parts of the Territories, and 
the almost absolute certainty of es- 
tablishing ready means of access to the 
new gold fields from the settled por- 
tions of the country, promise the most 
beneficial results in the way of open- 
ing up new markets for our staple pro- 
ducts, while the building of the Crow's 
Nest Railway will enable stock raisers 
and agriculturists to avail them- 
selves of the constant and increasing 
demand for food supplies of all kinds 
from the rich mining regions of the 
neighboring province of British Col- 
umbia.“ 

The speech then goes on to speak of 
the constitutional changes which have 
taken place and the consequent neces- 
sity of amending several of the exist- 
ing laws in order to bring them into 
conformity with new conditions. The 
public works question is thus touched 
on: 

As consequence of the adoption at 
the last session of the Legislature of a 
public works policy looking to more 

rmanent and important undertak- 
ngs under central supervision and 
control, and also of the lolegation by 
Parliament to the Legislature of 
larger powers with regard to road 
allowances and trails, your consider- 
ation will be asked to hills dealing 
with public works, the expropriation 
of land, and the direction, manage- 
ment and control of public highways.” 

Other items on the Legislative pro- 
gramme are; 

A bill providing for the more com- 
plete control and audit of the Terri- 
torial funds; a bill to establish practice 
and procedure in connexion with 
controverted elections; bills relating 
to the branding of animals, inspection 
of hides, supervision of shipments of 
stock and other matters connected 
with the stock industry; and bills 
amending the ordinances relating to 
liquor licenses, elections, municipal 
government, judicial procedure, the

DISASTROUS FIRE 


Threshing Machine and Farm Buildings 
Wiped Out 


McPherson & Robinson's threshin 
machine was destroyed by fire on Fri- 
day at Melrose, about miles from 
the city. The fire occurred on Herbert 
Currie ranche and spread to the 
buildings and stacks, with the result 
that nearly everything of value on 
the place ‘was destroyed, including 
house, stables, 600 or 700 bushels of 
gram and a large quantity of hay, The 
cause of the fire was a spark from the 
engine, and fanned by the high wind 
that was blowing at the time the 
flames spread rapidly and nothing 
could be done to check them, Two 
other threshers are at work in the 
neighborhood, Jackson and Billings, 
and it is likely that arrangements will 
be made to get one of them into 
Melrose, as there is at least a month's 
threshing to be done there.

A NORTHWEST CREAMERY 


Tue following is clipped from one of 
our English exchanges: 

The editor of the Farmers’ Advocate 
an excellent Oanadian journal, has 
been visiting the North West Terri- 
tories, This is what he says of the 
Government creamery at, Oalgary: 
The creamery plant is one of the finest 
we ever saw. It was bonused by the 
city and built by a company some 
few years ago. As it did not prove 
successful under this management, the 
Dominion Government rented_it for 
three years and put in the $800 cold 

torage. It is now under the general 
supetvision of Mr. Marker, the Pro- 
vincial Creameries Superintendent. 
Mr. John T. McDonala, formerly of 
Prince Edward Island, is the butter 
maker, and has charge of the cream- 
ery business as well as the central 
cold storage. 

The creamery plant has capacity for 
a make of from 8,000 to 4,000 pounds of 
butter daily. It has a stone feunda-| 
tion and a superstructure of wood. It 
is now making some 1,200 pounds a 
week, which is hoped to be increased 
next season. The cream is receiv 
from skimming stations at Okotoks, 
2 1ailes, and Springbank, 18 miles, as 
well as from local patrons. The pat- 
rons receive 10 cenis per pound in 
advance for the butter and the re- 
muinder at the end of the season. 

The ice house and cold storage are, 
without exception, the most sutisfac- 
tory we ever saw. The walls are 
about three feet thick and contain 
several dead-air spaces, divided by 
tumber and building paper. I is con- 
structed entirely on Professor Robert- 
son’s plan, which has been descri 
in the Farmer’s Advocate on more 
than one occasion. Some 130 tons of 
first-class ice were stored last spring, 
It has no packing whatever and is not 
wasting, except a very little on the 
upper corner of the top layer. The 
blocks on the lower layers ara as large 
as ever, and are actually firmly frozen 
together, while the temperature Hut- 
side runs up to 80 degrees very often, 

The cold storage room is divided 
from the ice room byan insulated wall. 
It is 52 feet long. 12 feet wide, and 9 
feet deep, haying n capacity for six 
carloads of butter, fruit, poultry, ete. 
It is held at 38 degrees by means of ice 
and salt mixed and packed in galvan- 
ized iron pipes one foot in diameter, at 
one end of the room extending from 
the floor to the ceiling. These require 
to be filled to the extent of the amount 
thawed in 21 houre—usually about 
half full. At the time of our visit 
(August 9th) not more than one-sixth 
of the stored icc was used, The store- 
room is ventilated by top and bottom 
flues connecting it with the ice cham- 
ber. At this time there was stored 
butter from the following creameries: 


Whitewood, Grenville, Moosom 
Qu’ Appelle, and Regina, to be ship 
to Revelstoke, The dry condition of 
the store room walls and fioors is 
worthy of mention, A match can be 
ligh upon them at any time: in fact 
they are as dry as the interior of any 
superstructure where no ice is kept. 
The butter made at the Calgary cream- 
ery is being salted lightly and packed 
in 56 pound eprace boxes for the 
British market. Mr. Macdonald takes 
a great deal of pains : ad is succeeding 
well in producing an even and fine 
I of goods. It is expected to use 
this cold storage very soon for British 
Cotumbin fruit going east aud dressed 
poultry going west, which will bea 
great boon to producers and consum- 
ers both east and west.
